What about the ‘‘exceptional’’ 
pupil in grade school and high 
school? 

Is he or she 
to be held back 
in his progress 
and develop- 
ment because a 
majority of the 
class is slow to 
learn? 

Is the gifted 
pupil to be se- 
verely penal- 
ized? 

Is he or she to 
have the fine edge of interest and 
enthusiasm blunted, perhaps even 
destroved, because the entire 
class is chained to the progress 
of the least able? 

This question, always impor- 
tant, is, after unreasonable delay, 
being approached with more re- 
solve than before. There has been 
reluctance to face it because it is 
not a popular one. Most of the 
pupils in a class are not excep- 
tional. The harassed mothers and 
fathers of children who have a dif- 
ficult time making even passing 
grades do not look with favor on 
Any special attention given the 
gifted. 

As a consequence, American 
education consistently has at- 
tached to the minds of all its 
children the heavy and retarding 
ball and chain of the less com- 
petent. The able student has been 
treated with gross unfairness. We 
will never know how many good 
minds have been sidetracked into 
carelessness and the dangers of 
superficiality by this drag of the 
burden on the teacher. These stu- 
dents, able to read the lesson and 
carry it out, must be neglected 
while the teacher struggles with 
the inertia of those who can't. 


Schools 


What is needed, of course, are 
schools for the more able stu- 
dents. There is nothing undemo- 
cratic about it. To be sure, there 
are those who keep trying to in- 
terpret democracy as the lowest 
common denominator. But it isn’t. 

Schools for the exceptional stu- 
dents are the most democratic of 
ideas. It is a simple test of abil- 
ity. 

Taking them out of the class- 
room enables the teacher to do a 
better job with those remaining. 
A number of students, given help, 
move on to the exceptional classi- 
fication. It is possible to give more 
attention to those who have great- 
er difficulty. Often there is some 
reason for this inability to learn. 
It may be psychological or physi- 
cal. Not infrequently, teachers or 
medical examinagions reveal and 
correct these faults. 


Schools for the exceptional pu- 
pils are an inevitable part of the 
answer to the present acute 
problem of too few teachers. 

If. for example, less time is 
spent on educational content by 
reducing th@é number of work 
hours, days and years spent on it, 
there is less teacher demand. 


Precedents 


There is ample precedent for 
the acceleration of at least some 
students, if not all. Experiments 
by the armed forces and by 
some colleges were richly re- 
warding. 

Admittedly, research on meth- 
od and effects is required. Hap- 
pily, some of this is being ac- 
cumulated from three ‘‘work- 
shop projects.’’ 

A plan for accelerating really 
gifted high school students was 
begun in 1951, made possible by 
a grant from the Fund for the 
Advancement of Education. A 
pre-induction scholarship pro- 
gram admits selected high 
school boys 16'4 years or older 
to co-operating colleges. Most of 
these have just completed two 
years of accelerated high school 
work. First and second reports 
show them to be holding their 
own with their older classmates 
and to be experiencing no psy- 
chological troubles. 


In still another approach pri- 
vate preparatory schools are 
working with selected colleges to 
integrate the last two years of 
prep school with the first two 
college years. It is hoped a year 
can be saved by eliminating 
duplication and the break in the 
middle of these four years. The 
results here offer promise. 

A third experiment, in which 
a group of colleges is working 
with 22 high schools, prepares 
the more able high school grad- 
uates for direct admittance to 
the sophomore college year. 
Here, too, the first results are 
encouraging. 

Certainly there is every rea- 
gon for city and county school 
boards to enter this field and to 
provide special schools for the 
pupils who have exceptional 
ability.

Court today threw out the “separate but equal” segrega- 
tion principle as applied to public parks and playgrounds.

Need for a regional plumbing 
eode to standardize requirements | 
throughout the South is stressed by | 
J. H. Schofield, city plumbing in-| 
spector. 

Schofield said in an interview he 
and others in the Atlanta area al-| 
ready have been working on a uni-| 
iorm code to simplify and stand-| 
ardize requirements so that all 
plumbers would be qualified to do 
work in all governmental subdivi-| 
sions. He, however, expressed dis-| 
appointment that more progress 
has not been made over the years.’ 

Inspired by an announcement. 
that a nationwide plumbing code| 
has been given sanction by lead-| 
ing national organizations, Scho-| 
field and Ben Seckinger, a mem- 
ber of the Atlanta citizens advi-| 
osry committee on plumbing have | 
intensified their efforts at stand- | 
ardization. 


EXPRESSES DOUBT | 


Schofield, however, expressed! 
doubt that any ironbound code! 
would meet requirements of the en-' 
tire nation because of differentials | 
in temperature, elevation and oth-| 
er aspects.

Schofield said Fulton and De-| 
Kalb counties, East Point, College| 
Park and Hapeville now accept 
work done under the Atlanta code, | 
which was adopted in 1949 and! 
which has been revised to some ex- 
tent since. He emphasized the im- 
portance of having a uniform code 
at least for the Atlanta area. (At 
present there are some differences 
in practically every individual sub- 
division’s requirement.)

Any More Retreats 


It would be completely foolhardy for 
the American people not to grasp the 
seriousness of the situation in the Far 
East. The Formosa problem is an explo- 


sive that could ignite a general Asiatic 
war at any time. 
t is obvious from reading Mr. Dulles 


speech and all the dispatches from Wash- 
ington right now that the United States 
is desperately seeking a way out. 

It is equally obvious that the adminis- 
tration has reached a decision that there- 
must be no further retreats. The attitude 
of Red China has made that decision for 
Washington. Any further retreats would 
destroy U.S. prestige and contribute to a 


rapid deterioration of all safeguards 
against Communist aggression. 
The Chinese Reds continue their 


buildup for attacks on the islands of Que- 
moy and Matsu, preliminary to an as- 
sault on Formosa itself. As Mr. Dulles 
said, the Reds are determined, apparently, 
to carry these through. To think they are 
bluffing is to disregard all the evidence 
at hand. 

eight years ago, March 143, 
1947, President Harry Truman went be- 
fore a joint session of Congress to enunci- 
ate the famous Truman doctrine that 
halted the Russians in Greece, Turkey and 
Iran. He said to the Reds: “You shall 
go no further.” That speech initiated, the 
policy of containment that held Commu- 
nist aggression in check in that area.

“If we falter in our leadership,” Mr. 
Truman said, “‘we may endanger the peace 
of the world—and we shall surely endan- 
ser the welfare of our own nation.” 

This policy of firmness, implemented 
with action, saved Greece and the Middle 
East from communism. 

Mr. Dulles told the nation something of 
the same thing last week. He also told the 
Communists that a line is being drawn 
in Asia. He was not specific. He did not 
the line.

1940 ‘Dream Highway 


Becomes a Nightmare 


The man who-travels regularly on that 
thoroughfare which, for lack of a better 
name, is called the Marietta four-lane 
highway has long recognized the road as 
obsolete, overloaded and deadly dan- 
eerous, 

The record on all three counts speaks 
itself. 

Now comes a highway engineer to sav 
with authority what the man-on-the-road 
long has recognized. 

B. P. McWhorter, division engineer for 
the U.S. Bureau of Public Roads, this week 
said in effect that the “dream highway” 
of the 1940s has become a nightmare. 

Planned, surveyed and graded in the 
1930s, the four-lane section from the 
river to Marietta might have been ade- 
quate for the traffic of that era. It served 
well up to 1945. 

We werent making those trips that 
weren't necessary in those days, you will 
remember. The cars weren't as new or 
as powerful. During the war we couldn't 
be sure how long we were going to have 
to make them last. So the Marietta four- 
lane handled the Bell Bomber traffic in 
adequate fashion. 


for 


But there are five cars in use today 
for every three in 1945. The horsepower 
has gone up. Tourist travel has increased. 
Lockheed has come along to employ about 
15,000 people. The load has far outgrown 
the road. 

Engineer McWhorther says the only 
thing to do is to build another road at 
another location. That is, for through 
traffic.

Meanwhile, pushing to completion a 
‘four-lane highway to Marietta from the 
river up the old streetcar right-of-way

Gov. Griffin's Words 


Are Backed With Facts 


As Gov. Marvin Griffin went before 
Midwestern industrialists and business 
men yesterday to tell them about Georgia. 
the. U.S. Department of Commerce re- 
leased a report proving what he said. 

The governor told of Georgia’s growth 
in every field and the progress being 
made in overcoming our problems. He 
cited the benefits to the entire nation of 
decentralization of industry—the growing 
markets, increased income and develop- 
ment of resources that have given a big 


spur to the national economy. 

He mentioned the growth of the state 
port at Savannah—the subject of the 
Department of Commerce release. 

Indications are, the report states, that 


Georgia will lead the entire nation in rate 
of increase in exports through its ports 
when final figures for 1954 are compiled. 
Total exports through the ports at Savan- 
nah and Brunswick hit a peak of $69,- 
700,000 in the first 11 months of the year. 
Total imports reached a total of $53,400,- 
000 

The state has a right to be proud of 
these figures. The 117.8 per cent rise in 
value of exports was unequalled in any of 


the other 44 customs districts in the 
United States. 
The rise, of course, largely reflects 


development of the splendid port at Sa- 
vannah. The latter is'a triumph of fore- 
sight and imagination. Out of such fore- 
sight comes progress. 

Development of trade is a vital in- 
gredient .in the continued prosperity of 
the Southeast. As the industrial plant in- 
creases, products of our fields and fac- 
tories will find their way into world 
markets in exchange for food and raw 
materials.

The gas method is supposed to be more 
humane. The condemned is placed in a 
chair in an airtight chamber. Under the 
chair is a container of cyanide pellets. 
Controls outside the chamber release the 
pellets into sulphuric acid. Soothing 
fumes swiftly rise and cause death in a 


matter of seconds. 
Other states using this method are 
Colorado, Nevada, Arizona, California. 


Oregon, Wyoming and Missouri. Maryland 
is supposed to be toying with the idea. Of 
all the ways the state can kill a man, this 
is supposed to be the kindest. 

Georgia might investigate the system 
in the name of progress. After all, if the 
General Assembly continues to insist that 
we execute juveniles, we might as well 
do it as painlessly as possible.

What Do Christians 
Really Believe In? 


“Be ready always to give an answer to every 
reason of the hope that is

in you” (I Peter 3:15). 


In The New York Times there was recently a review of a sermon 


delivered by Dr. John Sutherland Bonnell, 


distinguished pastor of the 


Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church of New York. 


In the sermon the minister spoke 


‘of the lack of definite religious 
“convictions on the part of many 


of those who had been asked to 
contribute to Edward R. Murrow’'s 
book titled ‘‘This I Believe.’’ Ap- 
parently many contributors, most 
of them “big name” leaders in 
American life, lived according to 
few basic religious principles or 
were unable to express their re- 
ligious affirmations. Of course, 
many ofethe contributors were 
deeply religious men who inter- 
preted life by spiritual convictions. 

Dr. Bonnell expressed the con- 
cern that many Christians do not 
know what they believe and are, 
therefore, unable to interpret 
Christianity to other people. He 
urged his parishioners to devote 
some time during the Lenten pe- 
riod to the formulation in words 
and on paper of their religious 
faith, and then to send their af- 
firmations of faith to him. 

That is a wonderful idea, and I 
should be gratified if some of my 
readers would do the same. What 
do you believe about God, and 
why? What does Christ mean to 
you personally and what is the 
meaning of His life-to mankind? 
What are vour convictions about 
the Holy Spirit, praver, salvation 
and the church? What does life 
mean to you, and what is the 
meaning of a Christian's death?

Such a statement ought to be 
formed in a man’s own words and 
expressing in his own thoughts the 
faith which determines his life. 
We have the gospels according to 
Matthew, Mark Luke and John. 
We know the gospel according to 
St. Paul. We can read of the faith 
in Christ as expressed in the 
Epistle to the Hebrews. We know 
the glowing hope of the Book of 
Revelation. 

And down through the years 
there have been the testimonies of 
saints and prophets, of laymen and 
the clergy, and such group expres- 
sions as are found in the creeds 
and confessions of different church 
bodies.

Which is by Way of submitting 
a minority report on the 1956 pres- 
idential election to the effect that 
it is by no means sure that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower would be re-elect- 
ed if he decides to run again. 
There are those — and some with 
records for political astuteness — 
who hold this view. 

One hesitates to utter such 
an unorthodox thought in the hear- 
ing of Republican friends, so one 
doesn’t — just puts it down on 
paper like this at a safe distance. 
Republicans are sure that the Pres- 
ident would win again. Their only 
worry is that he may not run. 


We have just had additional evi- 
dence of how frantic they are that 
he may not run in the beautiful 
show of righteous fury into which 
they got themselves worked up 
when National Democratic Chair- 
man Paul Butler suggested that 
the President might not run again 
on account of Mrs. Eisenhower's 
health. 

The way the Republican gentle- 
men pounced on Chairman But- 
ler's remark and whipped it around 
showed how tragic a fate they 
would consider it for the Renub- 
licah Party if the President didn’t 
run again. Mr. Butler's indi :cre- 
tion likewise illustrates the worry 
among Democrats that the Presi- 
dent will run again. 

The belief that President Fisen- 
hower could win re-election is 


based chiefly on the assumption 
that he would continue to remain 
apart from and above his party, 
a popular, nonpartisan figure, and 
that people would vote for him ine 
dependently of his party. The Res 
publican Party is a minority par- 
ty once again, and nobody knows 
that better than Republicans. lf 
was proved for all to see in No 
vember’s congressional election 
which, when analyzed, shows the 
party in really bad shape as @ 
party. 

To the extent that the President 
becomes merged with his party 
and is held responsible for wha 
it does, to that extent he will be 
weakened with the people. That 
may not happen before the 1956 
election to a degree that would 
endanger the President's re-elec- 
tion should he run again. Bit 
there are those in touch with pub- 
lic sentiment who believe it is 
beginning to happen already. 

Never. in modern times has @ 
president of one party and a Con- 
gress of the other been chosen in 
a presidential election year. The 
White House and Congress always 
go together. A Democratic Cone 
gress seems about as sure as anve 
thing in 1956. The people might con- 
ceivably elect a Republican preési« 
dent if the candidate again were 
Gen. Eisenhower, and a Demoe« 
cratic Congress. The odds would 
seem much against it.

Curt Rob- 
erts is magic in the tield, but the little Negro can’t hit.

‘‘We’ve got to have Sid’s bat in the lineup,’”’ Haney said. 

Gordon struck only 12 home runs a year ago, one of his 
lowest major league productions. This is the kind of power that 
Haney considers vital. A quick inspection of such infielder av- 
erages as Allie (.191), Roberts (.232), Vic Janmowicz (.151) and 
Bob Skinner (.246) and you get an idea how valuable is a 12- 
homer man by comparison. 

Whenever failure sets in in the infield, Dick Cole steps in. 
**He’s the most valuable man on the team,’ Haney explained, 
*‘because he can play any position, gives you a good job every 
day and he’s no setup with the bat.’ 

Cole is a tall fellow who looks not unlike Earl Torgeson in 
his spectacles. He hit .270 as he toured all points of the Pittsburgh 
infield last year. (Eventually, it seems, he'll land at third and 
give the Pirates their best infield since Rickey came in with except Groat and Thomas.

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Skinner, Gene Freese, Groat and himself.) Skinner is a big im- 
pressive boy who was rushed out of Class D with 127 games of 
minor league experience to play first in ‘54.

It's amazing that a player could have stayed in the majors as 
long as he has with his feet of anvils.

Haney speaks well of Tom Saffell, once a Cracker. 

“They rushed him too fast. He’s a great fielder and now 
he’s got confidence in himself to make the right play at the 
right time.”’ 

Earl Smith can run and throw, and at Phoenix last season 
convinced 195 runs to score. Jerry Lynch was a drafted sensation 
last March. This year he has been scratched. Too tense, over- 
wrought. He'll go to the minors. Fact is, some men of opinion

The Georgia Supreme Court Monday voided the con- 
troversial sale of a 900-acre timber tract by Fulton County, 


to James T. Malcom. 
In a unanimous decision the 


upheld a Fulton Superior 
Court jury deécision in a case 
brought by Sol. Gen. Paul Webb. 

The chairman of the Fulton 
commission signed a contract with 
Malcom on Oct. 4, 1950, selling 


the land for $30,500. The court 
pointed out several higher offers 
were made for the timber, in-: 
cluding one for $45,000, which was 
accompanied by a certified check 
for that amount.

“With clear knowledge of all 
these facts,’’ the court said, ‘‘it 
was a clear breach of duty, and 
therefore legal fraud. for the com- 
missioners to undertake to sell 
the timber to Malcom at a price 
far below that offered by other 
parties.”’
